THE JUDGMENTAL determination of which 
scenes shall be shown the public and just how 
they will be shown represents a tremendous re­ 


sponsibility. 
. 
The mechanics of TV mak e it easy to slant a 
presentation, even the reporting of a g-ven 
event, in a preconceived manner. Thus the 
handful of men who control the TV medium 
can, in effect, shape the reactions of millions by 
the way they direct the coverage of news 
events and the people they choose to comment 
on the events after they occur. 
This, inescapably, is a form of censorship and 
news management by a few powerful men. 
And this, in essence, is what Vice President 
Agnew said in his Thursday night address to a 
regional meeting of Republicans in Des Moines, 
The same opportunity for control and direc­ 
tion of public opinion exists in the other media, 
the press, radio and news magazines, but to a 
very limited degree, as Mr. Agnew pointed out 
For even ihe largest newspaper or radio sta­ 
tion reaches but a relatively small segment of 
the nation's population. 
The vice president's reference to the “small 
band of network commentators and self-ap­ 


pointed analysts" who “expressed, in one way 
or another, their hostility" to what President 
Nixon said in his Nov. 3 speech on the Vietnam 
War pointed up vividly the point he was mak ing 
in his speech, 
For certainly one network ’s coverage of the 
event remained one of a flock of vultures in a 
ring, pick ing piece by piece at what they hoped 
war the carrion of the President's addrei . 
The same network gave great prominence 
and k ey network time to Averell Harriman. a 
member of the opposition political party whose 
failures in international missions for this gov­ 
ernment were referred to by the vice president, 
immediately after the President spok e. 
If the network were not trying to influence 
public opinion against the President, it would 
have had another national figure present also, 
to present a favorable analysis of the Presi­ 
dent’s policy speech. 
If the pen ii mightier than the sword, then 
the tube surely is mightier than the bomb. 
The vice president has warned against the 
danger of misuse of this great power. He spe- 
d f/. ally stated that he is not pro osng any 
form of censorship while implying that a k ind 
of censorship already exists, imposed by the 
medium Itself. 
HE DID NOT SUGGEST specific answers but 
left it up to the people to consider and reflect 
on his charges, and to the television industry it­ 
self to do some Introspection and correction. 
The late President Dwight D. Elsenhower 
warned this nation against the accumulation of 
too much power by the military-industrial com­ 
plex. 
Vice President Splrow T. Agnew now has 
warned against the misuse of the giagantic 
power already accumulated by the national 
television network s 
We believe both men to be right. 


Curbing Use of DDT 


The fact that DDT is a double-edged sword 
has been recognized on the federal level and 
Robert Finch, secretary of HEW, says action 
will be tak en to ban its use for all but essential 


purposes. 
Mr. Finch announced the ban. to tak e place 
within two years, as one recommendation in a 
reDort from a special presidential commission.

WASHINGTON — It must have been q uite a 
puzzlement foi American's chief of protocol 
while arranging the the seating at the resplem- 
dent E-shaped table for the White House State 
dinner tendered his majesty 
Prince Philip the other night. 
Just where does one put a 
congressman who has been 
accused of consorting with the 
underworld and parts thereof. 
For, among the 107 guests 
carefully selected to honor the 
tall, frank fair-haired prince 
was 
the pride of northern 
New Jersey, 
Representative 
Cornelius E. Gallagher, (D- 
N.J.) friend of Joe (Joe Bayonne) Zicare'li, 
who made it the hard, muscled way up from 
the dock s to captaincy of what once was Joe 
Bonanno's borgata. 
“Caporegime" Zicarelli is in the news now 
trying to get out from testifying before the cru­ 
sading Andrew Phalen, director of the New Jer­ 
sey Commission of Investigation. 


JOE BAYONNE SHOWS an understandable 
reluctance to tak e the stand and tell what ne 
k nows about the Mafia, the viable invisible em­ 
pire which now is being probed by several 
agencies including the Justice Department's 


own special anticrime strik e force. “ Mr. Bay­ 
onne,” according to sundry federal documents, 
tape recordings and informar ts’ evdence, is 
part of the muscle which girds what has been 
called one of the nation's most corrupt states— 
if not the very most. 
Congressman Gallagher had done a favor or 
two for 
Joe Zicarrelli and admits being 
his 
friend—which is understatement. 
How does it happen that he received an en­ 
graved invitation to the November 4th dinner in 
honor of one of the world's most prestigious fig­ 
ures? It happens because the White House so­ 
cial secretary apparently does not read the an­ 
ticrime speeches delivered 
by the President, 
nor the 
bold talk s made in freq uent anger ov 
his attorney general. John Mitchell; nor 
the 
brutal truth printed in mass circulation newspa­ 
pers and magazines. 


THIS IS SAD. For it will soon be k nown that 
the Internal Revenue Service is about to hit Joe 
Bayonne, a Cosa Nostra character according to 
agencies of record, with a tough tax case. So ne 
will be in the news again—and there is no doubt 
that many will recall that he and the man he 
has called his friend, Representa ive Cornelius 
Gallagher, have been charged with being in in­ 
timate telephone conversation on sundry ugly 
matters. 
This could have been “discovered” by the so­ 
cial staff whose dedication is to peopling the 
state dinners with a balanced cross section of 
America’s social, political and influence-mak ing 
life by a call to the FBI, the IRS, the Depart­ 
ment of Justice, or to staffers of the Organized 
Crime and Rack eteering Section. After the ad

Gallagher’s friend and the impending cases. 
Mr. Gallagher is a cynic of record. He ha§ 
said during t stint on some committees that he 
believes the Mafia is an overgrown concept and 
the government is so intent on finding some- 


th ,.g that t wou’d 1 ave b e 
nve ed if it w r*» 
not there. He believes that the federal anit-Maf- 
ia effort is Just too, too much for this meager 
target. 
THESE WISDOMS WERE poured during a 
heaiing on crime by the House Committee on 
Government Operations. Justice Department of­ 
ficials were reluctant to testify because of his 
presence on the committee, it has been report­ 
ed. Someone said it was lik e having a cotton 
crop investigated by a boll weevil. 
But Congressman Gallagher's invitation came 
because he is a member of the House Commit­ 
tee on Foreign Affairs. He was on it before the 
published charges. He’s on it today. His consti­ 
tuency re-elected him after the ramrod expo­ 


sures. So he k ept his rank . The House Commit­ 
tee on Standards of Official Conduct investigat­ 
ed this Representative from New Jersey’s Con­ 
gressional 13th District. But its practice is not 
to mak e its findings p> bile unless there’s a puo- 
lic hearing. 
And so Mr. Gallagher gets to shak e hands 
with the President of the U.S. and Her Majes­ 
ty’s consort, the Duk e of Edinburgh. This Con­ 
gressman wi’n dubious friends is not the first to 
mingle with the great of the nation in particu­ 
lar and the crowd in general inside the Presi­ 
dent’s mansion. And he won’t be the last. 
Such as he have used their White House invi­ 
tations to whitewash themselves. Then it’s a 
simple matter to brainwash the constituents. 
It’s the system, as the boys call it. A lot of 
fellows are giving their heart and gut to fight 
it. But apparently it can’t be beat—for appar­ 
ently the voters don’t care, 
the Congress 
doesn’t care and the social secretary doesn't 
read the President’s speeches.

live with him. But the minute he thought he 
discovered waste and inefficiency and Con­ 
gress found out about it, he cost us a pack ­

“ I don’t understand.” 
‘Well, tak e the C-5A as an example. Once 
Fitzgerald revealed that the bill on the plane 
would be $2 billion more than originally an­ 
ticipated, the Air Force had to go into high 


gear to defend its procurement methods. 


“ WE HAD TO TAKE five generals as well 
is hundreds of civilians off other projects to 
develop testimony justifying the $2 billion 
overrun. We had to fly up Lock heed execu­ 
tives from Marietta, Ga , for conferences on 
the best way of explaining the added costs. 


“ We had to go to great expense having 
charts made, position papers printed and 
press 
releases 
mimeographed. 
We 
were 


forced to hire public reations experts to 
k eep the name of the Air Force from being 
sullied by ax-wielding senators. 
“The entire defense budget was in jeop­ 
ardy, and we had to spend thousands of dol­ 
lars lobbying on the Hill. It was a frighten­ 
ing experience for everyone." 
“And Fitzgerald was responsible for all of 
it?" 
“Certainly he was. Had he not come up 


with the disclosures, the secretary of defense 


and the deputy secretary wouldn’t have had 


to have a big advertising campaign proving 


the value of the C-5A. All in all, we estimate 


that with the man hours and other costs, 


Fitzgerald cost us over $1 million to defend 


the plane. So when the smart-aleck press 


says we’re trying to save $28,9 00, they don’t 


k now what the hell they’re talk ing about. 


Getting rid of Fitzgerald’s job saved the 
American taxpayers $1 million. 
“I don’t think we should sniff at that," I 


said. 


“ Fitzgerald meant well, but he just didn’t 


understand how costly his revelations would 
be. He didn’t see the big picture. He didn’t 
understand that with the Air Force, as with 
all the military services, it’s much more ex­ 
pensive to defend a mistak e you made than 
to let the mistak e go by unnoticed." 


“TPS OBVIOUS from what you’ve told 


m e,” I said, “that he didn’t have the tax 
paver’s interests at heart.” 
“ We hope if nothing else that this will be a 
lesson to cur other cost management peo- 
Dle.’

The Pending 
Tax Bill 


WASHINGTON - The story of the pending 
tax bill contains a significant example of how 
cumbersome and harmful to the public interest 
the legislative process in 
Congress at times can 


be 
The House passed a “tax reform" bill very 
q uick ly and the Senate has been holding hear­ 
ings. More than 280 witnesses have appeared 
and each was given at least 10 minutes for oral 
testimony and then permitted to file lengthy 
atatements. All this material has been printed 


b'' the Senate Finance Committee 
But how much of these hundreds of thousands 
of words will be read by every member of the 
committee? How much of it, indeed, will even 
be studied by the other members of the United 
Slates Senate? 


YET THE TAX PROBLEM involves billions 
of dollars. It affects the financial condition of 
our country. I? can mak e a difference be w 
i 
stability and instability in the national econo­ 
my. 
It is evident to almost everybody that the 
first major revision of a tax bi'l in ’’(I vears 
should not be rushed through Congress But cer­ 
tain parts of the tax hill are deeme I to he 
vote-getters, and hence it is important for polit­ 
ical reasons *o get action on the bill soon. 
Some senators are saying that only a few 
provisions of the bill will be passed this mon’h 
and the remainder will go over to the January 
aession for exhaustive study. 
Congress might agree to extend the surtax 
un’il June 30 next, repeal the 7 per cent Invest­ 
ment credit now given to business and continue 
the present excise taxes on communications 
ard autos for a year. 
The effect of the legislation could be far- 
reaching. It 1 j estimated, for instance, that if 
the personal cxemotion is raised bv 100 dollars, 
this will cost the government S3 5 billion. 
The repeal of the investment credit and con­ 
tinuance of » he excise taxes, as well as the ex- 
tention of the surtax, would, however, increase 
the revenues of the U.S. Treasury. 
What is perhaps most perplexing about the 
proposed bill are the numerous provisions deal­ 
ing with technical changes in ihe law. Is the 
objective merely to obtain additional revenue or 
to correct ineq uities? Should it not be primarily 
concerned with providing incentives for the 
growth and expansion of business? 
TTiese are q uestions that are being raised by 
the many witnesses who have presen(ed their 
cases. But when does a member of Congress 
find the time to study all of the tes'imony and 
get the technical help needed to understand 
some of the?» q uestions? There are many im­ 
portant issues involved. It would tak e several 
hundred words merely to list them 
Some of the changes include accelerated de­ 
preciation, capital gains for corporations and 
individuals, casualty losses, charitable contribu­ 
tions to private foundations, corporate mergers, 
depletion allowances and foreign tax credits. 
All of these points raise dozens of problems in 
individual as well as business life To analyze 
thfro. m r '’ 
de end nee is 
nlac d oi staff 
members. Aides who are familiar with tax mat­ 
ters as well ar. outside advisers are consulted 
so as to determine the right thing to do. 
But unless the senators and representatives 
themselves study the provisions of law. they 
will not be able fully to understand what their 
staffs report to them. 


PLAINLY, THERE IS need for more time to 
consider all of the ramifications when tax laws 
•re to be extensively revised. The plan that *s 
gaining suppor calls for selecting the three or 
four major points in the House bill, pushing 
these through this month, and deferring until 
the January session of Congress a comprehen­ 
sive study of tax revision. 
Certainly more study is needed and members 
of Congress should at least have an opportunity 
to read carefully the testimony that has been 
printed about the proposed changes. This can 
hardly be done if the tax bill passed by the 
House is amended only here and there in the 
next few week s. 
A measure of such grave importance de­ 
serves at least four or five months of delibera­ 
tion at the next session of Congress.
